If tk« Interviews tctow Are a Safe Gatte

Deep interest has been manifested 


in the interviews already published on 
the subject of how best to increase 
the efficiency of the^flre department 
thus securing better~protection to the 
city. It is evident that public senti- 
ment is ripening for action along the 
line of greater efficiency'even if it 
should increase the cost largely. ' 


Th'e insurance companies have paid 


the losers By the recent fire over 
eight thousand dollars but no one will 
pretend that this covers the loss or 
comes to half of it, Yet with prompt* 
ness ot arrival on the secene and with 
paraphernalia in good working "order 
the tire would undoubtedly "have been 
confined to the building in which .it 
originated'and greatly reduced the 
loss. At least it would seem so judging 
from even the time of the late arrival 
of the department,the time-consumed 
before _action, began, and the quick 
control of the flame when work was 
actually-nnder way. 


If the belief of Mr. Eckert that 


$8,000 would no more than 'cover his 
loss, ba well based, there is in his case 
alone a loss of $6,000. This* amount 
with added yearly premium over and 
above that paid by better protected 
towns would 'support a fire depart- 
ment of .two members and a team lor 
five rears, posssibly more, with but 
slight added expense, to each citizen. 


-In order to give the city'council, 
which will probably have tovtake steps 
itv i be matter, an idea "as to what the 
sentiment is the following additional 
views are published: 


William Burns said L "There ought 


to be a small paid department of at 
least two men, so one could relieve 
the.other, and a horse and hose wagon. 
The trouble with .the tire boys'now, is 
that by the time they drag their carts 
to the tire they are out-winded and 
not in shape to do good work. There 
should be one man always on duty at 
city hall so the proper alarm can be 
given as soon as a fire is reported. We 
can't expect a policeman or the mayor 
to always be there to do this. Our 
firemen-tight fire as well as could be 
expected." 


Dr. J. E. Foster said: "It seems 


to me all the machines should be cen- 
trally located so the fires could be 
reached with more dispatch than they 
now are. 
One good horse at least 


might be kept to haul the carts so the 
men could be in shape to work when 
they get to a fire. No one knows bet- 
ter than I do the headway the fire at 
Eckerts had made when the compan- 
ies got there. They did good work 
after they arrived." 


A. J. Weianer said: "I think the 


cartt ought to be centrally located 
and then have at least one hone to 
draw them to the fire. Two men 
should be employed so one would be 
on duty all the time at city hall. The 
men can't fight fire after dragging the 
carts to It." 


Hon. J: P. Forbes said: "I like the 


idea of having the oarta centrally lo- 
cated and I think there sheuld be a 
man-on duty all the time at city ball 
to receive the alarm and give signals 
so everybody1 can understand where 
the fire is. The carte are now, some 
of them, away out where If there was 
a total-loss by fire it would not amount 
to $1,000.or $1,500 whilt In the central 
part it might reach $25,000 to $50,000. 
Keep the carte nearer the central-part 
of the city." 
-- W. A. Hlmebaugh said: "One thing 
is certain; there ought-'to be some 
way devised whereby the.fire could 
be reached sooner than it is now. If 
that takes a small paid department 
and a team of horses let the city do 
this. I do- not think the officials 
should be stingy about the matter. 
We need the protection. 
We are 


more than a little village now*. If a 
regular paid department is necessary 
let-us have It." 


W; R. Pomerene'said: 
"It seems 


to me we should have at least one cart 
centrally located and a" man ,and at 
least one good horse on duty all'the* 
time so one line of- hose eould be got- 
ten to a fire with dispatch. 
A" lame 


place In our present system is the tact 
that so many people try to give orders 
during a fire. They- mean all right 
but the'chief and those he might des- 
ignate should be the only ones to give 
orders at a fire. There 1s no question 
about the efficiency of the work done 
by the boys. What we need is better 
facilities for reaching a fire quickly." 


TV J. Hanley said: 
"I 
believe 


there ought to be more hose carts w 
there could be one near each one of 
the advertising companies, buildings. 
We. cannot afford to lose one of them. 
The members of the volunteer com- 
panies ahould be persons''working in 
factory or near jt so there ooulcjjbe-no 
delay in "getting but the cart when an 
alarm is sounded. 
I think there 


should be one man ,to see that the 
carts and hose are 'always in good 
shape and ready for use, 
I do not 


think we need any more of a paid de- 
partment than this at present. 


B. R. Shaw said: "I think, taking 


I a to consideration the circumstances 
governing our fire department, we have 
as efficient a depaitment as can be 
found. Of course it can be improved 
upon. Each station should have a 
good horse ana one man constantly in 
readiness to avoid delay in case of fire. 
It can not be be expected that the 
boys, after dragging the hose cart a 
half mile, can render as efficient ser- 
vice as they could if they ; were not 
tired out. A little more money in- 
vested atong this line should merit 
the sanction of every citizen."

Before adjourning Wednesday night 


the state executive board of the Unit- 
ed Mine Workers of America consider- 
ed fully the matter of the trouble in 
the Oak Hill mines in Jackson connty. 
More than 125 men have been out 
there since Oct. 1. It was decidec 
that Vice President Sullivan should 
go to the scene-and take charge of the 
strike in person, waging the tight vig 
orously, the state organization to see 
that the miners and their families do 
not suffer. 


Plans ror the work of the coming 


year were talked over and the officials 
will try"to end the >ear with every 
Miner in the state a member of the 
organization. The dates for joint con 
fercnces between the miners and op- 
erators in four of the six districts 
were fixed. In district number three 
composed of Stark, Summit, Wayne 
Medina and Portage counties the con 
ference will be held March 21 at Mas 
silon. The conference in district num 
ber four" composed of Trumbull,* Ma 
honiBg; Columbians, and Carroll coun 
ties will be held in Salineville March

and Harrison counties compose the 
Fifth district and the joint confer 
ence will be held, in Bridgeport March 
5, The Sixth district is composed p 
Coshocton, Guernsey Muskingum aiid 
Noble counties and the conference 
will be held at Coshocton March 12.

Cars 
will be running from Newark to the 
lake by June 1 andvwe ought to be in 
Columbus by August 1, but there are 
complications over in Franklin couuty 
which may delay us until Oct. 1. 


"Wehave two big bridges at Rey- 


noldsburg and Big Walnut which are 
joint company ! and county bridges. 
We were lucky enough to close a con- 
tract with'iihe county for our share of 
the'cost on estimates made before the 
big steel combine was ma<|e public. 
We deposited $6,000 and some collater- 
al for our security in the matter and 
are now on easy street in reference to 
it. 


'Commissioner Henry Maetzel of that 


connty, however, is not easy for struct- 
ural steel in consequence of the Billion 
Dollar, combine has gone away up and 
is bard to get. It will therefore cost' 
Franklin county a great deal more 
than the original estimate which our 
company will not have to share. 


"Of course nothing is doing much 


during this cold weather and difficul- 
ty in getting that structural steel will 
delay the Franklin county bridges 
Otherwise we would enter Columbus 
on schedule time."

Washington, Feb. 82.—The senate 


had under discussion a 'resolution by 
Mr. Jones (Ark.) to discharge 'the Ju- 
diciary committee from further con- 
sideration' of'the anti-trust bill passed 
by the house at the last session and 
to bring It before the senate for con- 
sideration. To some extent the mer- 
its of the measure were discussed, 
Mr. Hoar, chairman of the Judiciary 
committee; Mr.' Platt (Conn.). Mr. 
Spooner, Mr. Bacon, Mr. Pettlgrew, 
Mr. Teller and others taking part In 
the debate. The majority maintained 
that the house measure clearly was. 
unconstitutional. They protested, too, 
against taking up so great a question 
In the closing hours of the session. 
The resolution finally went to the cal- 
endar. The postofflce appropriation 


ftetlso was under discussion. It was 


decided to begin holding night ses- 
sions. . 


During the consideration by the 


lower.house of an amendment to the 
deficiency" appropriation bill to pre- 
vent hazing at the naval academy, Mr. 
Hepburn (la.) used exceedingly strong 
language while inveighing against the 
practice of hazing, charging by Indi- 
rection that'the habits of tyranny and 
oppression formed by the officers _ of 
the army and navy at their academies 
was responsible for the refusal of 
sailors to enlist' In the navy and lor 
the large number of desert! jn.i from 
the army 


Mr. "Cannon (His.) and Mr. Dayton 


(W. Va.) warmly,defended the'navy., 


Mr. DInsmore (Ark.) exposed the 


fact that one of the employes of the 
house, while occupying one position, 
was. drawing salary for another, and 
that the difference between thi sal- 
aries was to be made" tip In one of the 
Items In the bill. This lad to a "general 
ventilation of the domestic affairs of 
"the 
house, during which Mr. Bailer 


(Tex.-) declared that there were em- 
ployes of the house who were dividing 
their salaries with others who per- 
formed the work, "and challenged any 
one on the other side to deny his alle- 
gations. He offered to produce sworn 
testimony In substantiation of hla 
charges if an investigating committee 
were appointed. A resolution for the 
appointment of an investigating com-' 
mittee was re'ferred to the committee 
on rules. The general deficiency ap^ 
proprlation bill, the last of the appro- 
priation bills, was passed. 


Mr. Fitzgerald criticised the govern- 


ment for not preventing the shipment 
of horses, mules and supplies from 
our ports for the use of the British 
army in South Africa. He charged 
that the secretary of state was in 
league with the British and contended 
that the treaty of Washington, made 
between Great Britain and the United 
States in 1871, was being violated. His 
remarks drew from 
Mr. Hitt, of 


the committee on foreign affairs, a 
statement of the position of the Unit- 
ed States relative to the war In South 
Africa from an international stand- 
point. Mr. Hitt claimed tne treaty of 
1871 was not being violated. 


For. 
Philippine Independence. 


Washington, Feb. 22.—Senator Jtaw- 


linis gave notice of his intention to 
suggest the following as an addition 
to the Spooner Philippine amendment 
to the army appropriation bill: "Pro- 
vided further, that the government of 
the United States declares that.lt Is 
its purpose and intention not-to retain 
or exercise permanent control or sov- 
ereignty over the Philippine Islands; 
but only to the extent necessary to' 
secure their pacification and the es- 
tablishment of a stable government 
therein by their people." 


Fighting Bob's Sword.

Washington, Feb. 22. — The pres- 


entation of a beautiful sword to Cap- 
tain Robley D. Evans of the navy waa 
the occasion of a speech by Speaker 
Henderson of the house of represen- 
tatives, paying a glowing tribute to 
"Fighting Bob" and to the American 
tar in general. The sword, was pre- 
sented by the people of Iowa in recog- 
nition of his command of the battle- 
ship Iowa during the battle of San- 
tiago bay. Captain Evans made a 
graceful - reply to the presentation. 


Chancellor of Peabody College. 
Louisville, Feb. 22. — News has 


reached this city from Washington to 
the effect that. Dr. William Hi Whit- 
sitt, formerly president of the South- 
ern Baptist Theological seminary in 
this city, will in a short time be elect- 
ed chancellor of the Peabody Normal 
college in Nashville, Tenn., by the di- 
rectors of that institution.

force marched here, having cleared 
the country from Wolmeransted. At 
Hasrtbeestfontein 1,400"Boers under 
Generals' DeVllliers and Linenberg; 
opposed him. They, held-a "strong po- 
sition obstinately, but_ were turned 
out after severe fighting in which the 
yeomanry, the Victorian bushmea and 
the Lancashires distinguished them- 
selves. Our casualties were 3 officerr. 
and 13 men killed and 5 officers 
and 25 men wounded." The Boers left 
18 dead on the; ground. 


Locating Dewet. 


London, Feb. 22.—Dispatches report' 


a 'Johannesburg rumor that Comm:an- 
dant General Botha Is suing for peace. 
Lord Kitchener, It appears, has Issued 
instructions that no goods of any de- 
scription are to go forward by the 
Delagoa Bay line until further notice, 
with the exception of urgent military 
and hospital supplies. This order Is 
supposed to indicate a big move east- 
ward. 
Other dispatches locate Gen- 


eral Dewet in the angle between the 
Brak and" Orange rivers, with the1 
British forces across the base of 'the 
triangle. 


Supply Train Captured. 


Johannesburg, Feb. 22.—The Boers 


'destroyed a culvert between Natal 
Spruit and Klip river on the railroad 
Just south of Here. They captured aj 
train load of foodstuffs and, after tak- 
ing all they could conveniently carry, 
set fire to the rest and disappeared 
over the veldt 


An Appeal and a" Warning. 


Capfr Town, Feb. 22. — Colonel 


Schrumbacker having

Germans on the frontier to Join the 
colonial defense forces, the German 
consul has issued notices warning 
German subjects to observe strict 
neutrality. 


Milner's Salary Raised. . 


London, Feb. 22. — Considerable 


comment has followed the announce-, 
ment'that Sir Alfred Milner's salary 
has been raised to £11,000 yearly. 
This exceeds the salaries of the gov- 
ernors general of Canada and Au- 
stralia.

Cape Town, Feb. 22. — Two more 


deaths from bubonic plague were of- 
ficially reported.

Emulated the Kidnapers. 


Huntingtbn, Ind., Feb. 22.—A LL. La- 


marble, 21, and Emmet Kunkle, :18, 
are in jail as a rgsult of an alleged 
attempt to emulate the Cudahy kid- 
napers. Enos T. Taylor, president; of 
the Citizens* bank, received a letter 
ordering him to leave $500 at m certain 
place and threatening to burn Mr. 
Taylor's eyes out if the request was 
not complied with. He was also warn- 
ed that it would cost his life if he 
gave the facts to the police. Taylor, 
however, notified the police and an 
officer was secreted at the place desig- 
nated. Mr. Taylor rolled up * bundle 
of wrapping paper and put it at the 
place and came back to the city. The 
young men went for the money and 
were arrested. 


Voted Down. 


London, Feb. 22. — John Redmond 


resumed debate in the house .of com- 
mons on the address in reply to the 
speech from the throne, moving an 
amendment favoring a system of com- 
pulsory sale of lands in Ireland. The; 
only permanent solution of the Irish 
land question was the immediate cre- 
ation of an occupying proprietary. 
Emigration was going on because the 
maddening memories of the past cre- 
ated deadly hatred of British rule! 
The amendment was voted down.

Lake Charles, La., Feb. 22.—Thomas 


Vital, a negro accused of criminal as- 
sault upon Theresa, the 13-year-old 
daughter of E. S. Miller, was lynched 
by a mob, and his half-brother, Sam- 
uel Thibodeaux, who attempted to in- 
terfere with the lynchers, was shot to 
death. The scene of the lynching was 
near Vital's home on Darbonne prai- 
rie, six miles from Fenton.

Two Express Trains Crash Togethe 


•t Full Speed, JP1U«« Up * Digits, 
troua Wrrck — Debris Tuke» Klre 
ftoaattug Some of the 1'iuiotiiMl Vic. 
tiuia— Detail* of the Accident. 
Trenton, _\. J., Feb. 22.—The "Nel 


lie Ely" express on the Amboy divis 
ion of the Pennsylvania, road collided 
with passenger train No. 330, a local 
at Ruslin's siding, about eight miles 
south of thja city, piling up a disas 
trous wreck. The dead, who nave been 
identified are: Walter Earl, engineer; 
James Birmingham, baggagemaster; 
-Frank Hill of Whttehill, a railroac 
employe; John Gates -of Trenton, a 
passenger; four Italians whose names 
have not been learned. Nine persons 
were killed outright and 25 injured 
some fatally. 


The scene at the wreck is horrible. 


The two trains collided at full speed 
and both engines were demolished. 
The forward car of each train, in both 
instances a combination baggage and 
smoker, were demolished also^and to 
add to the horror the wreck took'flre. 
The second car of the express .train 
turned over and the passengers had to 
climb out the windows. In this they 
were assisted by, passengers from the 
cars that did not leave the track. The 
track at this point is so close to the 
^Delaware arid Rarifan canal that the 
passengers,;in getting out of the over- 
turned coach, got into the canal, and 
many of the bodies of ,the dead and 
injured had to be taken from the 
water. 


The express was running in three 


sections and it was the third section 
with which No. 330 collided. The local 
train had taken the siding to permit 
the express to pass, and it is believed 
that through some misunderstanding 
or mistake the local came out on the 
main track after the second section 
had passed, mistaking it for the third 
section. 


The survivors shuddered as they de- 


scribed the scene of carnage. 
They 


said the cries of agony coming from 
under .the wreckage where the Italians 
were confined were^ heartrending. The 
mass took flre from the .wrecked en- 
gines, and it is believed that a number' 
of. Italians who were jt killed out- 
right were burned to death. Willing 
hands went instantly to work and it 
was due to the good work of the un- 
injured passengers that many lives 
were saved. 


Struck a String of Cars. 


Pittsburg. Feb. 22. — The Brie ex- 


press on the Erie and Pittsburg .road 
ran into a string of coke cars near 
Shields station, demolishing the ca- 
boose and two cars and throwing the" 
engine on its side. None of the pas- 
sengers was hurt, but Engineer Jacob 
Weindorff and Fireman T. Doyle, both 
of Erie, were cut and bruised. Trains 
were delayed about an hour.

Territory lit China to Be Sought or 
Obtained by Auy Ooe Natiou With, 
out 
International Aiweut — Oiher 
Fwaturr*. 
Washington, Feb. 22.—The powers 


have accepted the principle that no 
further individual concessions of ter- 
ritory in China shall be sought or ob- 
tained by any one power without In- 
ternational assent This has been 
done at the instance of the TJuited 
States government. 


This agreement applies not only to 


Tien Tsin, where there has been some 
rivalry exhibited in the effort to ob- 
tain concessions for foreign settle- 
ments, but to all other Chinese points. 


The state department began this 


'movement some time ago. After the 
department had addressed each of the 
powers On the subject the answers 
received not only from the majority 
of them, but certainly a sufficient 
number to insure the .execution-'of-the 
plan, were an acceptance of the Amer- 
ican principle. So hereafter,, if anj- 
one nation seeks to secure room for 
Its individual settlements or like priv- 
ileges, in ports or elsewhere in China, 
the application must be approved by 
the other powers; before the Chinese 
government will be" permitted to as- 
sent, even if it desired to. There is 
another and a very important point of 
the agreement, which is that the pres- 
ent is not the most opportune time for 
asking new concessions. It can not 
be determined at this moment wheth- 
er the-conclusion above announced is 
retroactive in effect.
